S.O. 925(E) —Whereas considerable emivoiiiueii- 
tal degradation has taken place in the Doon \'alley 
in Uttar Pradesh on account of iiidustrialisation, 
mining operations, deforestation, umestric (ed tourism 
activities, excessive gracing etc, ; 

Whereas to lay down guidelines lor cnvirouuicn 
tal management and to ensure that economit deve¬ 
lopment ol the Doon Valley is achieved with mini¬ 
mum ecological disturbances, tlie Central "Govern¬ 
ment had constituted Doon Valley Board in August 
1981, and whereas the Board in its bth meeting 
had recommended that the Dooii Valley sliould be 
declared as ecologically fragile area and considera¬ 
tion of issue Notification under section ‘i(2) (v) ot 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986, Ibr proliibit- 
iiig I restricting certain activities which ba\e ddii- 
mental effect on the environment- 

Now, tlieielorc, considering tlie fragile eco-systein>, 
of the Doon Valley and to ensure that development 
activities arc consistent with princinles of environ¬ 
mental conservation, it appears to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment that it is expedient to impose rcstiidions 
under clause (v), sub-sccion (2) of section 3 of 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 on the follow¬ 
ing activities in the Doon Valley, bounded on the 
north by Mussorie ridge line, in the north-east by 
Lesser Himalayan ranges, on the South-Wesi b\ 
Shivalik ranges, river Ganga in the South-East and 
river Yamuna in the North-West : 

(i) Location]siting of industrial units—L has tn 
be as per guidelines givsn in the anuexure 
or guidelines as may be issued from tiuw 
to tune by the Ministry of Envivonmciu 

Forests, Goveenmrnt of India. 

(ii) INliniug—Approval of the Union Alinisuy oJ 
Environment and Forests must be obtained 
before starting any mining activity, 

(ill) Tourism—^It should be as per Tourism 
Development Plan (TDP), to be piejjaved 
by the State Department of Tourism and 
duly approved by the Union Ministry of 
Environment and Forests. 

(iv) Gra^ing—As ucv the plan to be prepared 
. bv the State Government and Maly approv- 

eel by the Union Ministry ot Environm^:ut 
& Forests, 

(v) Land Use—As per Master Plan ol develop 
meat and Land Use Plan of tlie entire area, 
to be ,prepared by the State Govcmmeni 
and approved by the Union Nfinistry of 
Environment fc Forests-
